LIBRARY REPORT. 
IMPORTANT RECOMMENDATIONS. 

At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tor of the Public Library late yester- 
day afternoon, the annua! report to the 
Council was submitted by Isidore B. 
Dockwetler and adopted. The report 
covers the year ending November 30, 
1901, and contains much detailed sta- 
tistical iniformation. Attached to the 
directors’ report is a detailed statement 
of Miss Mary L. Jones, the librarian, 
showing the operations of the library 
for the year, and containing the data 
required by the city charter. 

The present board of directors went 
into office under appointment of Mayor 
Snyder last April. For the current fis- 
cal yeer the Council allotted to the 
library, as its proportion of the $1 tax 
rate on each $100 of assessed valuation, 
4.5 cents, thereby giving the library an 
estimated sum of $31, , or about 
$1500 more than was allowed for library 
purposes the preceding year. After 
saying that this liberality on the part 
of the Council was a wise move, the 
report says: 

“It may be remarked that we have 
had more money for this current year 
than has ever been allotted to our 
library in any year of its existence. 
Nevertheless, the ever-growing demand 
upon our finances more than 
such increased allowance, and it is a 
constant source of anxiety on the part 
of the board to reduce necessary and 
legitimate expenditures to the amoun 


of our income. 

= izing the necessity of so do- 
ing. this board filled the position of 
second assistant librarian, then vacant, 

the appointment of Miss Nora A. 
itier on June 14, 1901, to take effect 
July 1, 1901, and in promoting her to 
this position we strictly observed the 
civil-service rules of the library tha 
have been in force for the past t 
years and more. 

“Under the supervision of the board, 
the library is now conducted by. a 
librarian, two assistant librarians, ten 
principals of departments and twenty- 
two. general attendants, es two 
employés who attend to the janitor 

“The present monthly salary list of 
the libr now aggregates the sum of 
$1307.50. We do not believe that there 
is anotber department of the city gov- 
ernment which is administered as eco- 
nomically as the library, and in which. 
the employés are more poorly paid for 
the services rendered.” 

To i rate the point, the names of 
the library attendants, their years of 
service, hours of work and rate of pay, 
are included in the report. It is also 
re that a certificate of gradua- 
tion from the library training class 
must be obtained before a position in 
the library can be secured, and that 
this entails paksing a rigid entrance ex- 
amination, devoting sik months to 
library work and creditably passing the 
final examinations. Concerning the 
training class the report says: 

“Since the establishment of the Ii- 
brary training class in 1531, there have 
been graduated therefrom sixty-four 
members. of whom there are none now 
remaining who are eligible for, and 
desirous of, positions as library at- 
tendants. Therefore, considering the 
future needs of the library, we ap- 
pointed eight young ladies to the four- 
teenth library-training class, instead 
of six, the usual number. In this con- 
nection we are happy to state that 
other libraries frequently call upon our 
litrary for assistance and request the 
occasional and sometimes the perma- 
nent services of our gradua many 
of whom are winning dict shed 
places in the library world.” 


Regardi the circulation the li- 
one? the following is included in the 
report: 


“The library has now 67.354 volumes, 
4107 pamphiets, 417 maps and 3336 pic- 
tures. There are 22.015 registered card 
holders entitled to library privileges. 
During the past year, 472,543 volumes 
have been circulated for use, 
and 191.296 volumes for immediate use 
in the library roome.”

“But what can this board do? More 
space is absolutely required. Books 
must be bought from year to year to 
keep the library abreast of the times; 
more books must be purchased to 
bring the library down to these times. 
The city is growing in population at a 
wonderful te. In 1880 we had 11,311 
inhabitants; in 1890, 50,000; in 1900, 
101,000, and now we count our - 
tion at aproximatcly 120,000. Need- 
less to say, our library patrons in- 
crease proportionately. They must be 
taken care of. The needs of the pub- 
lic must be attended to. For after the 
public-school system, the library ranks 
next in importance in the community. 
The imperious call for additional 

ce cannot be satisfied, as far as 
thew@ity Hall is concerned. Possible 
t ry makeshifts may abate for 
a few months, or a year at best, the 
present imperative necessity, but oc- 
patchwork relief, will serve

“As to the latter source, our efforts 
have so far been unavailing, but as it 
is said ‘hope eternal in the 
human breast,’ we have cherished the 
expectation that Andrew Carnegie, 
the distinguished philanthropist, or 
some other éequally-munincent r, 
would remémber our necessities. But 
in the absence of a definite promise, 
we must look to other means. 

to the first-mentioned source, 
we find that our present city charter 
provides that its bonded indebtedness 


‘must not exceed, in the aggregate, 
$2,000,000, except for the purpose of

“From the latest obtainable reports, 
we find that the total sum of the city’s 
bonded indebtedness (exclusive of wa- 
terworks and sewer bonds) amounted 
on November 30, 1901, to $976,125. 

“The city can, therefore, vote addi- 
tional bonds to the extent of $1,000,000 
and over. Now is the i.me, when in 
our opinion, the needs of the library 
may be properly left to a yete of the 
people. A library building and its 
equipment commensurate with 
importance of our city and the de- 
mands of the library, will cost not less 
than $350,000, exclusive of the site. As 
the question of voting sewer and 
school bonds is now also being agi- 
tated, we ask your honorable body, 
when placing other. bonding proposi- 
tions before the people, to submit at 
the same time the matter of voting the 
issuance of bonds in the sum of $350,- 
000 for the construction and equip- 
ment of a library building.” 

In conclusion, the board thanks the 
library force for its assiduous and uni- 
form attention to duty, and acknowl- 
edges a debt of gratitude to the Coun- 
cil fer consideration of library needs.

ATHER AND SON 
: IN COUNTY JAIL. 


R. D. TE WIFE-SHOOTER, ES- 
CAPES STATE’S PRISON. 
Pleads Guilty to Assault With a Dead- 
ly Weapon and Gets Light Sentence 
of Six Months—His Son Beneath the 

Same Roof for Wheel-Stealing. 


Students of criminology will be in- 
terested in a coincidence that created 
considerable comment in the criminal 
court yesterday. Father and s0n ap- 
peared before Judge Smith on the same 
day as defendants to different charges 
of crime—R. D. Trask for assault to 
murder, and his son, Grant Trask, for 
stealing a bicycle. Both are now in the 
County Jail, and, although they have 
kinship claims on each others, they 
are not allowed to associate together, 
for Grant is only 15 years old and the 
law will not permit his incarceration 
with adult prisoners. 

The father has had a streak of luck; 
the boy had better watch out. 

Trask, it will be remembered, created 
a sensation by taking several shots at 
Mrs. Trask in their home on Wall 
street. The woman is his ex-wife by 
virtue of a divorce secured in San Ber- 
nardino several years ago, but they had 
been living together again. Trask at 
the time of the shooting worked in a 
livery stable here in the city. Although 
legally separated from his wife, he 
loved her still, and attentions lavished 
upon her by other men made him in- 
sanely jealous. 

The worst happened on the morning 
of the Fourth of July. The Trask fam- 
ily had long been planning for a gala 
little picnic that day, and the father 
had gone to considerable trouble to get 
a leave of absence. He was also aware 
that Mrs. Trask was intimate with a 
barber named Cardori, she 
warned her husband, was apt to kill 
him at any time. Nevertheless, she 
persisted in keeping Cardori's company. 


To protect himself on the Fourth, | 


Trask borrowed a revolver. . 

Early that morning, Trask says, he 
was awakened by a little daughter, 
who informed him that they would 
have to give up the picnic because her 
mamma was going to Catalina instead. 
He immediately went to Mrs. Trask’s 
room, where he found her dressing de- 
liberately in the little fineries that one 
would not wear on a picnic, where- 
upon he asked for an explanation. Her 
answer was to thf effect that she was 
going to the island for the day, and 
it was none of his business who was 
going to take her. . 

In a moment Trask was seized with 
a frenzy of jealousy, and in the awful 
heat of his madness he began shooting 
at the exasperating woman, and when 
it was all over he found himself stand- 
ing in the front yard holding a smok- 
ing revolver with three empty cham- 
bers. Mrs, Trask had been wounded in 
the neck and for a time it was thought 
she might die, but now she is entirely 
recovered; Trask made no effort to es- 
cape.

Smith yesterday by Trask's attorney, 
E. A. Meserve, Esq., w the

fense is a felony, punishable at the 
discretion of the trial court. 

At this juncture testimony was 
elicited as to Trask'’s previous 
character, his habits of industry, and 
his general reputation for truth and 
integrity. Hon. Will A. Harris stated 
that he had known the defendant for 
fifteen or twenty years, and told of 
the man's many family troubles. Wit- 
ness had none -but good words for him, 
as did also A. N. Little, a former em- 
ployer; C. D. a colaborer, and 
Ss.

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The Servantgal Question, — 

SAN BPRNARDINO, Dec. 23, 1901.— 
{Te the Editor of The Times:]} I noted 
with interest an open letter in Satur- 
day’s Times of December 21 relating to 
the servant question, and alleging to 
come from a servant girl. Two allega- 
tions were made, first, that house- 
wives look down on women who dv 
housework; second, that mothers are to 
blame for the same by maging marriage 
the paramount object in their daugh- 
ters’ lives, in order that work might be 
avoided, “especially housework.” 

I grant that there is some truth in 
the first statement, but why is it the 
case? From prejudice of long standing, 
which can only be overcome by the 
girls themselves; that is, making their 
work respec by doing it honestly 
and efficiently. All work well done 
commands respect. The fact that house- 
work is held in disrepute reflects some- 
what on the servant girl. If a girl pre- 
fers to work in a shop at three or -four 
dollars a month, her wisdom will not be 
discussed here, but when a girl takes 
a. tion in a family for twenty-fiye or 
thirty, sometimes thirty-five dollars a 
month, it seems only just that she 
should give its equivalent in service, if 
in that service her mistress requires 
what is termed * -tape nonsense at 
table.” Why should she not give it? 
Nagging is a fault of the individual, 
not the housewife, so that that question 
is not under discussion. It should be 
avoided by both mistress and maid. 

Second—If a woman wishes to save 
her daughter from household work, mar- 
riage, according to the statement made, 
should be avoided, rather than encour- 
aged, for marriage brings household 
cares, consequently work; “especiaily 
housework." In other words, mothers 
would hardly strive to marry their 
daughters to save them from work. 

I hope in the dawning years of the 
new century wisdom will come to both 
mistress and maid, and with it a bet- 
ter understanding. Only when kindness 
and sympathy exists between the two 
will the servant problem be solved. 
Work should be put on a business basis. 

There are good and competent serv- 
ants in many families who take an 
active interest in the house and its af- 
fairs in which they are placed, earning 
the respect and regard which is their 
due, and which is given giadly. On 
the other hand there are many incom- 
petents; these demand high wages for 

w and more than any- 
thing else the position of the servant 
girl. The young woman whose letter I 
am answering is probably an intelligent 
servant; in that case, if she is rv- 
ing, the incompetents must have come 
under her notice. Does she think that 
they should earn as much as herself, 
for example, and does she not see that 
it is a trial for the housewife to battle 
with lack of intelligence in herself, as 
stated, and also in the housemaid?

NEW GALVESTON. 
On Geptember 1900, the city of 
Galveston, Tex., swept by a storm 
of unprecedented violence. It was the 
greatest calamity of the nineteenth 
century. Over eight thousand persons 
lost their lives in the great storm, 
and property was destroyed to the 
value of more than $20,000,000. 

The population of -Galveston, as 
shown by the census of 1990. taken in 
June of that year, was 27,789. Thus, 
More than one-fifth of the total popu- 
Jation of the city was wiped out by 
the terrible hurricane and flood of Sep- 
tember, not to mention the overwhelm- 


To. most cities of that size, outsi-ie 
ef: the United States, such a calamity 
would have been regarded as almost 
beyond repair. At the best, many 
gears wolld have been deemed reces- 
Sary to make goed the property 'o<sea. 
But the people of Galveston—those 
Who sufvived the fearful‘ visitation— 
Were possessed of true American spirit 
apa 6oenterprise. Instead of sitting 
Gown to bewail their- cruel fate, they 
et once, with brave and unfaltering 
hearts, set about the colossa! task of 
repairing the damage wrought by the 
storm. The results that have been ac- 
complished in the int time— 
hardly more than a year—are such as 
to challenge the admiration of the 
world.

$5,590,000 has been expended in repair- 
Ing the damage wrought by win? ane 
fieod.

‘} dia without loss of caste, but to eat of 


the ‘sacred cow’ is the unpardonable 
sin. Imagine, therefore, what would be 
the feelings of a Hindu who visited the 
stock yards of Chicago and saw an ox 
or a cow, to say nothing of ot anl- 
mals, slaughtered every minute! Nor 
will a high-caste person allow one of 
lower caste to obtain water from his 
well. He sthinks that thus the well 
would bedefiled. If he saw a Pariah 
fear contaminated. The 
penalties for thus being con 
are terrible. A man who has 
caste is the most wretched of 
Even a Pariah is less pitiable. 
property is confiscated to the caste 
from which he has been ostracised; his 
children no longer acknowledge him as. 
their father: his wife is freed from ell 
her conjugal obligations, and even his 
father and mother would refuse to eat 
with him or to give him a morsel of 
food. Though the offense should have 
been accidental the penalty is the same. 
Can we wonder, then, that the spirit 
of the people has been broken?” 

This preposterous despotism of caste, 
more than any other thing, is responsi- 
bie for keeping the people of India from 
making progress in civilization—and 
from making progress of any kind. No 
nation handicapped by ideas so mon- 
strous can advance in any worthy line 
of development. The outlook for the 
breaking down of these barriers of 
superstition, ignorance and fanaticism 
in India is most discouraging. For ages 
these superstitions have possessed the 
people. and against them western civili- 


"gation seems able to make but slight 


headway. 

To the occidental mind it seems in- 
credible that any people having a 
modicum of intelligence could entertain 
beliefs so utterly ridiculous. “We hoid 
these truths to be self-evident; that all 
men are created equal; that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights; that among there 
are life, libefty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.” The inhabitant of India can 
no more understand the sublime truths 
contained in these immortal] words than 
an uneducated child can understand 
Sanscrit. To the Chinese, also, who 
are and have been for centuries 
steeped in incomprehensible supersti- 
tion, our Declaration of Independence 
is a jargon of unmeaning words and 
phrases. 


It is evident that there is little hope 
for progress in the direction of modern 
civilization and enlightenment among 
peoples so wedded to superstition. But 
the world moves—though slowly—and 
perhaps, in the course of time, modern 
ideas may find lodgment even in the 
minds of the people of Darkest India.

States and Germany, through the im- 
plied protection which the so-called 
Monroe doctrine extends to the Cen- 


There is, so far as present pear- 
ances go, no ground whatever any 
apprehension on thie score. The Mon- 
roe doctrine merely guarantees to 
the Central and Southern Americas in- 
tegrity of territory as against possible 
European aggression. It does not pre- 
sume to uphold any of these republics 
ia acts contrary to the law and the 
comity of nations. 

The Monroe doctrine was never de- 
signed to serve as a shield or an ex- 
cuse for any of these southern repub- 
lics to evade the payment of their 
just debts or the discharge of any of 
their legitimate obligations as autono- 
mous powers. If, as it appears, Vene- 
suela owes a debt to Germany, or to 
Germans, which fhe refuses to pay. 


Dispatches from Washington state 
that the German government has 
given positive assurances to our gov- 
ermment that there is no integtion on 
the part of Germany to acquire any 
permanent foothold in Venesuela. These 


entirely satisfactory to the German 


make in Vénezuelan waters, nor need 
there be the least apprehension if the 

Tmans should find it necessary, in 
rder to enforce their claim, to oc- 
cupy one or more of the Venezuelan 
ports. Such proceedings are not in 
the least uncommon. If the Sultan of

Yet, it is need- 
less to say, in such a proceeding we 
thould have had neither intention nor 
desire to acquire permanent possession 
of Turkish territory.

The United 
States is in duty and in honor bound 
to maintain strict neutrality, so long 
as there is no occasion to mistrust 
the German assurances of good faith. 
Fortunately, there is little or no prob- 
ability that such a contingency will 
arise. The friendly relations which 
have always existed between the 
United States and Germany are not 
likely to be disturbed by the warlike 
relations at present existing between 
the latter government and Venezuela.

Opera on Chopin. 

An opera with Chopin for its hero 
has recently been produced in Italy, 
and this account of the plot is given: 
In the first act, “Christmas,”’ Chopin is 
seen at the age of sixteen hard by a 
village in ‘the neighborhood of War- 
saw. Here, amid the noise of a skating 
festiva] and other rejoicings, he meets 
Stella, a young girl who is supposed to 
typify pure and exalted love. Thus an 
idyllic love story begins, broken in 
upon only by the songs of the peas- 
ants, who go churchward to celebrate 
Christmas. “April,” as the second act 
is entitled, shows us Chopin in the 
prime of life. He is dwelling near 
Paris at the villa of Flora, under 
which name George Sand is repre- 
sented. A Polish legend, related by a 
friend of the composer to a group of 
children, brings forward in the orches- 
tra Chopin’s most famous Polonaise; 
while the hero himself, in the course of 
the act, becomes inspired and composes 
one of his nocturnes. The third act is 
entitled “Storm.” Chopin is now on 
the island of Majorca, whither he has 
gone to seek renewed health. There he 
confides his sorrows to an old priest, 
who offers him consolation. A tem- 
pest falls upon the island, while Flora, 
Elio, and other friends are at sea on a 
pleasure trip. Chopin, after trembling 
for their lives, sees all return in safety 
save Grace, a young esirl who is 
drowned, and whose funeral forthwith 
takes place. Twelve more years elapse 
and then the fourth act, “Autumn,” 
shows the musician's end. The scene 
is laid at Chopin’s house in Paris, 
where the master is dying. Memories 
of Stella, the Polish girl, disturb the 
failing man—the rl he loved. before 
he knew aught of evil. Then in the 
distance a song is . and Stella 
herself comes to soothe Chopin's last 
moments. 


Clipped Symphonies. 

Philip Hale, in his Boston letter to the 
Musical Courier, makes these radical 
suggestions:
